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OUR  LIBRARY  Charles  E.  French 

Our  Library  bears  two  names  —  the  Whipple  Free  Library 
and  the  Wason  Memorial  Library  Building. 

J.  Reed  Whipple  founded  the  Whipple  Free  Library  in  1888. 
This  was  the  year  following  the  disastrous  fire  of  1887  when  the 
entire  center  of  the  village  was  destroyed.  When  he  built  a  new 
business  block,  Mr.  Whipple  provided  a  special  library  room 
and  equipped  it  with  a  varied  selection  of  1800  new  books.  He 
maintained  the  Whipple  Free  Library  until  his  death  in  1912. 
It  was  presented  to  the  Town  of  New  Boston  by  his  heirs  the 
following  year  and  has  since  been  administered  by  a  board  of 
three  trustees.  Christopher  H.  Coleman,  Marion  E.  Martin  and 
Annie  A.  Atwood  were  elected  as  the  first  Board  in  1913. 

The  annual  report  of  the  trustees  in  1919  expressed  con- 
siderable concern  over  the  future  housing  of  the  library  due  to 
impending  sale  of  the  building.  The  owner  at  that  time,  Mr. 
Fred  Gilman,  had  continued  to  give  free  use  of  the  room,  but 
there  was  no  assurance  that  a  new  owner  would  do  likewise.  The 
town  by  this  time  was  making  an  annual  appropriation  of 
$300  for  expenses,  but  the  need  for  permanent  quarters  was 
becoming  increasingly  apparent.  It  was  therefore  timely  and 
most  thoughtful  that  our  present  building,  the  Wason  Memorial 
Library,  was  built  and  presented  to  the  Town  October  1,  1927. 
It  was  erected  in  memory  of  George  A.  Wason  and  Clara  L. 
Wason  by  their  sons;  Edward  H.,  George  B.  and  Robert  S. 
Wason.  This  modern,  brick  structure  adds  beauty  to  the  center 
of  our  village  and  provides  safe  and  convenient  quarters  for 
the  permanent  housing  of  our  library  books.  A  place  is  reserved 
for  Molly  Stark  Cannon  and  a  vault  preserves  town  records. 

The  several  librarians  who  have  served  over  the  years  include 
Annie  A,  Atwood,  Lena  Shearer,  Mildred  Warren  and  Elsie 
Warren.  Our  present  librarian.  Miss  Elsie  Warren,  has  served 
faithfully  for  over  38  years,  having  been  first  appointed  October 
1,  1916.  The  original  collection  of  books  has  now  been  increased 
to  approximately  4800  volumes  through  contributions  of 
thoughtful  citizens  and  purchases  of  current  best  sellers.  The  li- 
brary is  open  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays  from  12 
to  3  p.m.  and  on  Saturdays  from  3  to  8  p.m.  The  interior  was 
recently  redecorated  and  a  children's  section  was  installed. 

Two  items  of  historical  interest  are  mentioned  because  of 
their  contrasting  thought  in  regard  to  libraries.  Article  7  of  the 
1913  Town  Warrant  reads:  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  *it 
is  inexpedient  to  establish  a  library'  as  provided  in  section 
eight,  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen,  laws  of  1895."  This 
same  article  appeared  in  several  previous  town  warrants,  but 
evidently  failed  to  gain  popular  support.  In  direct  contrast,  the 
April  issue  of  the  Granite  Monthly  Magazine  of  1897  states  that 
a  New  Boston  man  founded  the  first  free  public  library  in  U.  S. 

New  Boston  is  fortunate  that  the  thinking  of  this  unnamed 
son  prevailed  and  that  today  we  can  point  with  pride  to  our 
Whipple  Free  Library  and  Wason  Memorial  Building.

To  the  Forest  Fire  Warden: 

In  looking  over  the  records  I  find  that  over  one-third  of  the  fires 
in  District  One  in  1954  were  from  incinerators  and  burning  without 
first  securing  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden  of  the  town  where 
fire  occurred.  As  all  these  thirty-three  fires  were  in  violation  of  the  law, 
all  of  us  citizens  who  own  homes  or  rent  property  should  try  to  the 
best  of  our  ability  to  cooperate  with  the  forest  fire  warden  and  fire  chief 
in  the  town  or  city  in  which  we  live. 

After  the  snow  leaves  the  ground  and  the  spring  season  arrives  we  all 
like  to  get  out  of  doors  and  start  to  clean  up  the  grounds  and  back 
sheds  so  before  we  start  to  burn,  let's  contact  the  forest  fire  warden  of 
the  town  in  which  we  live  and  get  his  view  and  permit. 

35.  Permits,  (b)  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle 
or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  shall  burn  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material,  and  no  city  or  town  shall  kindle  or  main- 
tain a  fire  or  a  public  dump,  in  or  near  woodlands,  pasture, 
brush,  sprout,  waste,  or  cut-over  land,  or  where  fire  may  be 
communicated  to  such  land,  except  when  the  ground  is 
covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit 
from  the  forest  fire  warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is 
to  be  done  unless  the  same  is  in  the  presence  of  the  warden 
or  his  agent. 

36.  Liability  for  Fires  Without  Permit.  Any  person  causing 
or  kindling  a  fire  without  permit  of  the  forest  fire  warden, 
when  such  permit  is  required,  and  any  person  by  whose  negli- 

.  gence  or  the  negligence  of  his  agents  any  fire  shall  be  caused, 
shall  be  liable  in  a  civil  action  for  the  payment  to  the  town, 
or  the  state  or  both,  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  forest 
fire  warden  or  deputy  warden  in  attending  or  extinguishing 
such  fire.

Report  of  Planning  Board 

The  Planning  Board  met  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month  in  the 
Selectmen's  Office. 

The  new  member  appointed  for  four  years  by  the  Selectmen  is 
Howard  Kane. 

The  Planning  Board  did  not  use  the  $500  appropriated  at  the  1954 
School  Meeting  to  landscape  the  single  unit  schools.  It  was  considered 
impractical  to  landscape  until  after  it  was  decided  about  this  year's 
building  program.  However,  as  the  question  of  building  was  postponed 
until  the  1955  School  Meeting,  no  work  was  done. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Gould  headed  a  committee  of  ten  people  from 
different  sections  of  town  who  contacted  residents  about  the  road 
naming  plan  proposed  last  year.  A  new  map  will  be  presented  at 
Town  Meeting.  We  hope  to  have  road  signs  put  up  this  spring. 

Much  discussion  was  made  about  a  new  land  and  building  assess- 
ment program  which  is  being  used  in  many  towns  in  New  England. 
Three  representatives  came  from  Bow,  N.  H.,  where  the  plan  has  been 
in  effect  for  three  years,  to  present  an  outline  to  the  Selectmen,  Fi- 
nance Committee  and  Planning  Board.  The  three  groups  will  study 
their  plan  during  the  coming  year.

Town  Budget  —  Recommend  all  items  as  printed  except  Town 
Dump.  We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $200.00  to  be  expended 
under  the  supervision  o£  the  Road  Agent  for  monthly  bulldozing  and 
proper  maintenance. 

TOWN  WARRANT  ARTICLES 

4.  Recommend.  This  appropriation  is  necessary  in  order  that  our 
town  receive  monies  under  the  Town  Road  Aid  Act. 

5.  Recommend.  This  is  in  accordance  with  a  letter  received  from 
the  Governor  of  our  state  requesting  that  such  a  fund  be  set  up. 

6.  Recommend.  It  is  felt  by  this  committee  that  our  town  receives 
intangible  benefits  from  the  Merrimack  Valley  Region  Association  and 
therefore  we  should  join  with  the  other  towns  contributing  to  this 
work. 

7.  Do  Not  Recommend  Any  Appropriation.  We  suggest  that  a 
definite  cost  of  signs,  number  of  signs  needed,  etc.,  be  obtained  by  the 
Planning  Board,  also  that  an  investigation  be  made  to  determine  if 
signs  can  be  constructed  in  the  School  Shop  as  a  project  of  the  Shop 

Classes. 

8.  Recommend.  This  appropriation  is  needed  to  repair  the  founda- 
tions and  sills  of  the  town  shed  to  put  it  in  adequate  condition  suit- 
able to  carry  on  needed  repairs  on  our  town  road  equipment.  These 
repairs  are  usually  done  on  rainy  days  and  during  the  winter  months. 

School  Budget  —  Recommend  all  items  as  printed  except  the  follow- 
ing: 

Item  14,  section  B.  Special  Program  for  repairs  to  building  $1,000.00 
Item  18,  section  C.  School  Lunch  Part  1  District  Subsidy  200.00 

The  committee  feels  that  these  items  should  be  printed  as  special 
articles  stating  definitely  what  the  appropriations  are  for  and  specifical- 
ly voted  and  used  for  the  purpose  indicated.  We  therefore  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $65,184.24  of  which  $49,424.24  is  to  be  raised  by 
district  tax  levy,  plus  any  amounts  raised  by  special  articles. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT  ARTICLES 

9.  No  Recommendations.  No  specific  facts  or  figures  are  presented 
in  this  article. 

10.  Recommend.  The  appropriation  of  sufficient  funds  to  pay  for 
classroom  furniture  already  purchased,  and  billed  to  the  School  Dis- 
trict. We  do  not  recommend  any  appropriation  for  anticipated  pur- 
chases. 
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11.  Recommend.  That  sufficient  funds  be  appropriated  to  meet  the 
actual  expenses  incurred  by  the  Building  Committees  authorized  by 
the  School  District  meetings  of  March  14,  1954  and  October  16,  1954. 
These  funds  to  pay  the  bills  rendered  prior  to  this  meeting. 

We  do  not  recommend  any  appropriation  of  monies  for  future  an- 
ticipated expenses  until  more  information  is  available. 

12.  thru  17.  No  Recommendations.  No  definite  amounts  or  in- 
formation was  available  to  this  committee  on  these  articles  up  to  the 
time  this  report  was  submitted  to  the  printers. 

Signatures  to  this  report.  The  By-Laws  governing  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee prevents  the  representatives  from  the  Selectmen  and  from  the 
School  Board  from  voting;  therefore,  only  the  names  of  the  voting 
members  are  signed  to  this  report.

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
school  lunch  program  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $300.00.

9a.  Moved  the  report  of  the  Citizens  Committee  (as  on  page  60 
in  town  report)  and  all  other  reports,  be  accepted  as  printed  and  the 
committee  be  discharged. 

9b.  Moved  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$60,839.44  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropria- 
tions of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
equalization  fund  together  with  other  income,  including  profit  from 
gravel  bank,  the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
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between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriations  which  balance 
to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00  for  renovation  of  the  main 
school  building.

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  construct  not  more  than 
two  additional  elementary  units. 

The  votes  were  30  to  table  Article  14  temporarily. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  construct  and  equip  a 
new  two  room  elementary  building. 

Voted  to  table  temporarily  Article  15. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  construction  of  and  equipment  for  the  class 
room  facilities  and  in  order  to  furnish  such  funds,  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  issue  serial  bonds,  or  notes,  in  the  name  of  and  on 
the  credit  of  the  District  for  this  amount  and  to  authorize  the  school 
board  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  notes 
and /or  bonds  shall  be  issued,  including  their  sale  and  time  and  place 
of  payment,  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Municipal  Bond 
Statutes  and  any  and  all  amendments  relating  thereto. 

Voted  to  table  temporarily  Article  16. 

Art.  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  "finish  grade"  and  landscape  the  grounds  adjacent 
to  the  new  elementary  units. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  grading 
and  landscaping  around  the  two  single  school  houses.  Money  to  be 
spent  by  the  Planning  Board. 
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Voted  at  the  April  26th  meeting.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  same. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appoint  or  elect  a  com- 
mittee of  five  to  secure  plans  and  specifications,  and  to  have  general 
supervision  of  all  new  construction  authorized  by  this  meeting.  Vote: 
64  for  and  28  against.  Article  No.  18,  Moved  that  a  committee  of  five 
be  appointed  as  a  building  committee  as  follows,  three  by  the  School 
Board,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  board  member  and  at  least 
one  at  large,  and  two  by  the  Selectmen,  one  of  whom  may  be  a 
Selectman,  and  that  this  committee  be  authorized  to  engage  an 
architect  to  obtain  plans  and  specifications  and  bids.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Citizens  of  New  Boston: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  the  schools 
of  New  Boston. 

Teaching  Staff 

Several  changes  in  teaching  personnel  were  effected  prior  to  the 
opening  of  school  in  September.  Mr.  Walter  Mahan,  Mr.  Andrew 
Thompson,  and  Miss  Claire  Sullivan  moved  to  teaching  positions 
in  other  communities.  As  replacements  the  School  Board  employed 
Mr.  Charles  Juris,  Mrs.  Elsie  Johnson,  and  Mrs.  Helen  Witty.  Mrs. 
Ruth  Comstock  was  engaged  to  take  over  the  additional  elementary 
unit,  temporarily  housed  in  the  Community  House. 

Enrollments 

At  the  present  time  we  have  some  246  pupils  in  our  schools  as  com- 
pared with  216  reported  in  last  year's  Town  Report.  With  an  increase 
of  some  30  pupils  the  addition  of  another  teacher  did  not  seem  to 
ease  our  problem,  and  the  number  of  pupils  anticipated  as  a  result 
of  our  school  census  will  continue  to  gradually  increase  each  year. 

Our  primary  concern  at  the  moment  is  not  alone  the  increase  in  the 
total  number  of  pupils  in  our  schools,  but  more  particularly  the  ap- 
parent increase  on  the  junior-senior  high  school  level.  We  now  have 
some  44  pupils  in  Grades  9-12,  which  number  will  approximate  66 
pupils  in  1960.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  because  of  the  type 
of  instruction  offered  on  the  high  school  level,  class  size  is  considerably 
smaller  than  as  is  the  case  on  the  elementary  level.  In  other  words 
a  given  number  of  high  school  pupils  require  a  greater  number  of 
classroom   units   than   the   same   number  of   elementary   pupils. 

The  School  District  Warrant 

.  The  warrant  for  the  March  1955  meeting,  as  prepared  by  your 
School  Board,  a  tentative  copy  of  which  appears  elsewhere  in  these 
reports,  contains  articles  for  use  of  the  district  in  its  efforts  to  provide 
additional  classroom  facilities.  It  is  apparent  that  we  can  ill  afford 
to  continue  the  stalemate  which  occurred  last  year  when  the  voters 
were  unable  to  agree  upon  any  one  of  a  number  of  proposed  solutions. 

Also  included  as  special  articles  is  the:  request  for  a  deficiency  ap- 
propriation for  equipment  purchased  during  the  present  school  year. 
This  equipment  was  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  increased  enroll- 
ments, and  to  provide  movable  equipment  for  the  room  in  the  main 
building,  the  floor  of  which  was  relaid  during  the  December  vacation. 
When  the  budget  was  prepared  a  year  ago  for  the  year  1954-55,  it  was 
anticipated  that  the  necessary  pupil  furniture  would  be  financed  along 
with  the  proposed  building  program.  However,  since  ho  action  was 
taken  relative  to  new  classrooms,  it  is  necessary  to  raise  funds  at  this 
time  to  pay  our  obligation. 
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Also  included  as  a  deficiency  article  is  the  matter  of  funds  to  pay 
the  expenses  incurred  by  the  two  building  committees  authorized  at 
the  regular  and  special  meetings  of  1954.  The  committees  were  directed 
to  secure  plans  and /or  specifications  on  several  projects,  but  no  appro- 
priation was  made  to  meet  the  costs  occurring  therefrom. 

1954-55  Budget 

The  budget  as  proposed  by  the  School  Board  provides  for  an  addi- 
tional teacher  for  the  coming  year,  and  the  salary  of  said  teacher  is 
reflected  in  the  amount  requested  this  year  for  high  school  teachers' 
salaries.  Although  at  this  writing  it  is  not  certain  as  to  the  grade  level 
assignment  of  the  additional  teacher,  more  teacher  time  will  be  needed 
on  the  secondary  level  and  the  probable  costs  will  approximate  the 
distribution  of  salaries  as  indicated.

Annual  School  Health  Report 

September  1953-June  1954 

I  am  submitting  my  third  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Service 
given  in  the  New  Boston  Schools  for  the  period  of  1953-1954. 

During  this  time  Dr.  Samuel  Fraser  examined  all  children  in  the 
New  Boston  schools.  Notices  were  sent  to  parents  of  those  children 
who  had  any  condition  which  deviated  from  the  normal. 

I  felt  very  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  a  School  Doctor,  as  it 
helped  detect  physical  defects  in  those  pupils  that  might  not  otherwise 
have  been  found.  Dr.  Fraser  was  most  helpful  during  those  periods 
when  I  needed  professional  advice  on  school  health  matters. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Local  and  State  Agencies  several  pupils 
were  able  to  see  doctors  regarding  their  defects. 

All  pupils  were  weighed,  measured,  given  a  vision  and  hearing  test. 
194  pupils  were  given  the  Patch  Test  and  three  had  positive  reactions. 
The  three  reactors  were  then  given  chest  X-rays.

One  child  was  taken  to  Dr.  Kerr's  Clinic  for  chest  X-rays,  one  child 
to  Dr.  Dickerman's  office  for  eye  examination,  and  one  child  to  the 
Pediatric  Clinic. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  one  child  attending  the  Speech  Clinic 
and  two  children  under  care  at  the  Orthopedic  Clinic,  One  child  had 
a  necessary  eye  operation,  made  possible  through  The  Sight  Conserva- 
tion Program. 

On  May  24,  1954  we  held  Registration  Day  at  the  school.  25  of  our 
incoming  First  Graders  were  present,  all  were  weighed,  measured, 
given  a  vision  and  hearing  test.  A  Dental  Hygienist  was  present  to 
examine  the  children's  teeth.  Following  the  examinations  the  children 
were  given  ice  cream  and  cookies,  and  had  an  opportunity  to  get 
acquainted  with  their  teacher  and  future  classmates. 

The  pre-school  examination  has  proven  to  be  a  worth  while  program, 
as  it  gives  the  parents  an  opportunity  to  have  any  defects  corrected 
by  their  family  physician  or  dentist  during  the  summer. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Superintendent,  Parents,  Teachers 
and  School  Board  for  their  cooperation.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expend-

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  recon- 
ciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 
Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent 
taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 

GENERAL  CCM^IfTS 

Tax  Collector's  Accounts; 

An  analysis  of  the  Tax  Collector's  Cash  Account  as  of 
December  31^  195^ ^  is  made  in  Exhibit  F-3.  As  indicated  therein,  the  net 
amount  required  to  balance  the  Collector's  accounts  was  $2,661.98.  Remit- 
tances totalling  this  amount  were  made  by  the  Collector  to  the  Treasurer 
prior  to  the  com-oletion  of  the  audit. 

Town  Clerk ' s_Mot or  Vehicle  Permit  Account : 

The  law  relative  to  the  issuance  of  motor  vehicle  per- 
mits (Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  Chapter  ll6.  Section  l8)  provides 
that  in  case  of  each  transfer  a  transfer  fee  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  col- 
lected in  addition  to  the  actual  amount  of  the  permit.  It  was  noted  that 
the  fifty  cent  transfer  fee  had  not  been  charged  in  all  instances  by  the 
Town  Clerk.
